New York, July 13.—A special to the 
Times from Saratoga contains the following: 
The Times’ correspondent came across an 
old and intimate friend of Mr. Tilden at the 
Grand Union to-day, and gathered from him 
some facts with regard to Mr. Tilden’s views 
and purposes which are of interest to the 
public just at this time. After some conver- 
sation the gentleman was persuaded to sub- 
mit toa formal interview, with the under- 
standing that it was to be published, and it 
took substantially the following shape: 

Jou are aware that a wide discussion has 
arisen as to his willingness to undergo the 
strain of a Presidential canvass. What do 
you think are his own convictions?” 

J am satisfied that he views his public ca- 
reer as a matter so absolutely in the control 
of public decision that he will tacitly abide 
the event of a nomination. In regard to the 


idea of an 
EXCESSIVE STRAIN 


upon his physical condition, he has been 
fully prepared for any contingency of this 
kind, not merely by his rapid restoration to 
health and vigor, but by his changed rela- 
tions to such a campaign, should it occur. At 
one time, not long since, even his immediate 
followers abandoned the idea of his further 
leadership and went to seek their fortunes in 
other directions. Many of them are now 
somewhat alarmed at the prospect of his 
nomination, asthey have set up for them- 


selves or joined adverse interests. But that 
Mr. Tilden will respond in the affirmative to 
a proper demand by the party and the peo- 
le there is not a particle of doubt.

MR.Q@HENDRICKS HAS AT LAST ARISEN 
to a sense of the true Democratic issue. The 
movement must be worked outin this way.

“It is reported that you and other friends 
of Mr. ‘lilden are actively organizing a 
movement for the renomination of the ‘old 
ticket.’

Decisive Stand Takeh by a Priest

New HAVEN, CONN., July J3—Much ex- 
citement prevails among the thousand or 
more members in this city of the Ancient 
Order of Foresters, a benevolent secret or- 
ganization, over the action of the Rev. Father 
McGivney,.of St. Mary's Roman Catholic 
church, in refusing to aliow members of 
Court Hermann, a German branch of the 
order, to enter the church wearing their 


badges to attend 
THE FUNERAL SERVICES 
of their late brother, John C. Barnard. The 
funeral took place yesterday; and the several 
hundred members of Court Hermann marched 
from the house of the deceased member, e- 
corting the remains to the church: As they 
were about to enter, Father McGivney met 
them at the door and said, Gentlemen, you 
cannot enter this church wearing your 
badges.” This announcement greatly ex- 
cited the members, and the sexton of the 
church was obliged to maintain order. 
The Foresters refused to take off their 
badges and left the church. ‘Three of the 
members, however, Who were bearers, con- 
cluded, after sonie_ discussion, to take off 
their regalia and enter the church. At the 
conclusion of the funeral services Father 
McGivnby said to the congregation: ‘I'he 
reason tl.e society to which the man belongs 
was not permitted to enter the church 
WEARING THEIR REGALIA, 
was because the organization jis not connect- 
ed with or recognized by the church.“ What 
articularly annoys the Foresters is the 
act that while the many Catholics who be- 
long to their order in New Haven are not al- 
lowed as an organization to enter a Catholic 
churen, members of the Grand Army and 
other orders have, in the past, been acoorded 
the privilege. On the other hand, it is said 
that Father McGivney is only following an 
old and established rule of the church relat- 
ing to benevo.ent and all other secret socie- 
ties, and if other priests violate that rule he 
does not intend to do so.

PURE NONSENSE. 

The papers throughout the country are 
amusing themselves by publishing the ques- 
tions asked in the Civil Service examina- 
tions. The more we see of these queries the 
more we are tempted to believe with RusK IN, 
that an exaniination is a device to make the 
man of brass beat the man of brains. No 
set of. interrogatories can be made which will 
be thoroughly fair to all the men applying, 
and so faras we have seen them the Civil 
Service examiners have no where caught 
the true spirit of the investigation that they 
are called upon to make. When a clerk is to 
be hired in a dry goods store he is given an 
invoice to makeup drawn from the books. 
Theintention is to see how he will do the 
work before him. Or he is given a compli- 
cated account to simplify. This is common 
sense. The Civil Service examiners who 
wish tö discover the fitness of a youth for a 
similar position ask him to pärse the sen- 
tence, “‘All of us are not going, and to give 
the names of the Presidents of the United 
States. This is nonsense. The Civil Ser- 
vice can only be reformed by getting the 
best men to do the work, and if they can be 
discovered by examination, then, by exami- 
nation let it be. But shall we employ a 
series of queries based upon the actual work 
which the young man will have to do, and 
covering the difficulties that lle before him? 
Or must we go on asking him to tell us who 
King AGRIPPA Was, and inferring by the 
correctness of his answer whether he will be 
apt to know how many stamps ought to be 
put on a package welghing eight ounces and 
open at both ends? We Americans go to 
great pains to be foolish.

A HORRIBLE TALE. 


How W. PF. Renowden was Tortured— 
Jewell’s Story. 
From the San Jose Times. 

Ever since the murders in the Lexington 
hilis, the officers have been unable to ac- 
count for the burning of the middie portion 
of W. P. Renowden’s bedy. The ground 
where the body was found was thoroughly 
examined and no sparks or einders in the 
vieinity could be ered. So the con- 
clusion was arrived at that the clothing 
could not have taken fire from the burning 
building. The pistol shots could not have 
set the clothes on fire at a point twelve or 
fifteen inches below the wounds. Severai 
theories were advanced during the triais of 
Jewell and Majors, but none were satis 
factory. The truth, it is claimed, has at 
last come out, and from the mouth of Jewell 
himself is given the full details of the murder 
and the circumstances surrounding it. It 
is a horrible tale, and one may well shudder 
when reading it. It will be remembered 
that while the trial of Majors was progress- 
ing, Jewell, having given up all hope of es- 
caping death on the —S agreed to go on 
the stand and tell all he knew concerning 
the terrible tragedy and Major’s complicity 
in it. He appeared to be utterly broken 
down, and to John Daves of Los tos and 
some other parties made a full confession, 
After he had unburdened himself he refused 
to go on the stand and tell the whole truth“ 
fearing that the spectators, carried away by 
their feelings, would kill him. So he gave 
his testimony without revealing all the par. 
ticuJars of the murder. A few days since 
the Times reporter learned what he had con- 
fessed to the Los Gatos, men and now for 
the first time we give it to the public, 
making no comments and leaving the reader 
to do his own thinking. On approaching tne 
house of Renowden on the fatal lith of 
March, the plan was for Showers to attend 
to McIntyre while Jewell would look after 
Renowden. The old man went out of doors 
to show Jewell the road and on refusing to 
obey the command to throw up his hands, 
was shot in the cheek. The wound, though 
painful, was neither severe nor dangerous, 
and Reuowden, who appears to have been 
brave as a tion) sprang on Jewell and bore 
him to the earth. They stru a moment, 
and then the oid man got a grip on Jewell’s 
throat, and would have finished him then 
and there had not Showers came out of the 
house, where he bad slain McIntyre, and 
struck him a heavy blow over the head with 
the gun. This is how the gun was broken, 
The blow knocked the old man down, and 
he lay uneonscieus for some time. en 
he recovered his senses he was asked to tell 
where he had hidden his money. The reply 
was that he had no money hidden about the 
place. ‘Threats of the direst nature failed to 
move alm. Then it was that a horrible plan 
of torture was devised. A piece of cloth 
was procured and saturated with turpentine: 
The cloth thus prepared was then tied about 
the abdominal regions and set on fre, 
Thus tortured and suffering the most ex- 
cruciating pain the man still persisted in the 
declaration that he had no money. For an 
hour Jewell and Showers remained with 
him. At last, When he was faint and ex- 
hausted. dying, perhaps, from loss of blood 
and from the physical agony he had under- 
gone, they fired two buHets into his breast 
and put an end to his misery. Showers 
fired one and Jewell the other, and, as the 
post mortem showed, the wounds were not 
an inch apart. It is scarcely to be wondered 
at that after the recital of such a -horrible 
tale Jewell should refuse to go on the stand 
and tell the whole truth.

The growing season is not perceptid 
shorter here than in the east, at the one en 
or the other of itas a rule, and the spring 
was really ęarlier in the northwest this r 
than in Ontario.
